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Earthquake Records. 


The fact that previous to the nine , 


teentii century there were lecorded buti 
3,085 earthquakes, shows that the an 
ci'ents either had no particular fondness 
for the subject, or had souie strong rea- 
gon for not keeping too striot a count. 
During the first half of tho nineteenth 
century the're appears to have been an 
effort made to preserve accurate statis- 
tics, for we flnd that within that period 
the sum total of the shocks felt in dif- 
ferent parts of the world amounted to 
2,039. Of these the Italian Peninsula 
received 478; the West India Islands, 
125; Chili and La Plata, 170;theScandi 
navinu Peninsula anil Icdland, 113; 
France, Belgium and Holland, 292; the 
British Islands, 110; Mexico and Cen- 
tral America, 30, and Canada and the 
United States, 51. According to this 
calculation the Italian Peninsula was tee 
least desirable place of residence f or ner- 
Totia suffering.

Bureau of Earthquake Statistics resided 
during the whol« of the fifty years m 
Italy, and depended upon native corres- 
pondents in the West India islands to 
ieep a faithful chronicle of the "crust" 
undulations there.

heard of throughout the group. How

Althongh not so much as in England 


•ud in other northern countries of Eu- 
rope, for which it was written, Mr. Glad- 
stone's pamphlet has attracted, and is 
attracting, a great deal of attention in 
Italy.
